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Life term for Maguire killer

A VIOLENT and dangerous 
man who stabbed a cannabis 
dealer to death has been 
given a life sentence with a 
minimum term of 27-years. 

Jason Nelson, 32, who lived 
in Marsh Farm, plunged a 
knife four times into Jordan 
Maguire, 20, on May 26, 2013. 

He was found guilty on 
Thursday by a jury of seven 
men and five women at Luton 
Crown Court. 

The jury found him not 


guilty of sexually assaulting a 
woman in her 20s on the same 
day and raping a 60-year-old 
grandmother shortly after¬ 
wards. 

Throughout the case Nelson 
denied all the charges. 

The prosecution alleges that 
Nelson had attacked the 
women on the Marsh Farm 
estate during the early even¬ 
ing of May 26. 

Later at around 7.30pm he 
met a couple who were look¬ 
ing to buy cannabis and he 
took them to Jordan’s home in 
Thrales Close. 


The woman stayed outside 
while Nelson and the man 
went in. They agreed on a £20 
cannabis deal, which Nelson 
would share with the couple. 

Inside, Jordan produced a 
biscuit tin containing bags of 
cannabis. Suddenly and with¬ 
out warning, Nelson pro¬ 
duced a black handled knife 
with a 7 to 8-inch blade which 
he raised above his head. 

He stabbed Jordan in the 
right upper chest and as 
Jordan ran out towards the 
back door, Nelson stabbed 
him again. The stab wound to 


the chest had punctured 
Jordan’s aorta and he was 
fatally injured. 

Jordan lived with his mother 
Julie and she found him dying 
moments later as she returned 
to the house. She cradled him 
in her arms as he died. 

After the incident Nelson is 
said to have gone to stay with 
a girlfriend in Ipswich for two 
weeks before flying from 
Gatwick to his native 
Grenada. 

He moved on to Trinidad, 
where he was arrested on 16 
October, 2013 before being 


extradited back the UK. 

The court heard Nelson had 
previous convictions back in 
Grenada for gang related vio¬ 
lence when he had used a 
machete in 2005, as well as 
the violent robbery of a tour¬ 
ist on the island in 2007. 

Jordan’s long-term girl¬ 
friend Laura O’Neill told the 
court how she discovered she 
was pregnant days after he 
died. Nine months later she 
gave birth to their baby 
daughter. 

She read an emotional state¬ 
ment to the court in which 


she said her daughter had 
been robbed of her father. 

Ms O’Neill also spoke about 
how she dreaded the day in 
the future when she would 
have to tell her daughter what 
had happened to her father. 

In passing sentence, Judge 
Michael Kay QC told Nelson: 
“You are an extremely violent 
and dangerous man.” 

He also said he was satisfied 
Nelson had taken the knife 
with him to Jordan’s home 
but added that the real motive 
for the murder had not come 
out in court.

Hold-up on police custody enquiries a disgrace that cannot be ignored 


THERE are few things more traumatic than 
losing a loved one. 

But after two years, the pain is still fresh 
for the family of Leon Briggs who died in 
police custody on November 4, 2013. 

Especially since the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission's investigation 
(IPCC) is still not concluded. 

And this week we have reported (see 
below) that the nightmare for Faruk Ali, an 
autistic man who it is alleged was mistreat¬ 
ed by police in February last year, will not 
be over until at least next March.

There will be no answers to his family's 
questions as the force has failed to find a 
chairperson to conduct a full and proper 
review into the circumstances. 


Some may cry ‘conspiracy', others ‘cock- 
up', but whichever explanation you sub¬ 
scribe to it is difficult to imagine a justifica¬ 
tion for such a long delay in a case as cru¬ 
cial as this for the force. 

I am sure the investigation will be a com¬ 
plex one, but we see murder, fraud and sex 
abuse investigations completed more swit- 
fly than this on a regular basis. 

Why is this so different? 

These families need answers and the pub¬ 
lic deserve transparency. And waiting years 
to get them is just not good enough.

Misconduct 
case delayed 
until March

A PUBLIC hearing into how 
police treated an autistic man 
from Luton when he was arrested 
last year has been postponed 
until at least March. 

Faruk Ali was mistakenly arrest¬ 
ed by police in February last year, 
following which an investigation 
was launched by the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission. 

The latest delay will mean the 
family’s search for justice will 
have gone on for at least two years, 
after a long battle which has also 
included legal proceedings 
against the two officers involved. 

The family were told this infor¬ 
mation in a letter they received 
from Bedfordshire Police. 

Faruk’s brother Dhobir said: “It’s 
just delay tactics and we don’t 
know why they’re doing this. 
Everyone involved is concerned 
with how long this is taking and 
how it’s being dragged out. We 
just want justice for my brother 
and also for some transparency in 
the police to finally be shown.” 

Faruk, who is disabled, was 


allegedly assaulted by PCs 
Christopher Thomas and 
Christopher Pitts in Luton outside 
his home last February. After a 
lengthy trial, the two police offic¬ 
ers were cleared of all charges in 
relation to the incident in 
December last year. 

However, Faruk’s family and 
lawyers are not giving up yet. 

The reason for the delay given by 
Bedfordshire Police was that the 
force has been unable to find 
someone to chair the hearing. 

A spokesman for Justice 4 Faruk 
said: “Bedfordshire Police has 
known of this case for 18 months, 
has known of a high likelihood of 
a misconduct hearing and that 
under the new legislation it would 
have to take place in public and 
would require a suitable person to 
chair. 

“Yet it has been unable to organ¬ 
ise this and considers it justifiable 
that there is a delay in progressing 
this matter on this basis.” 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire 
Police said: “A public hearing 
regarding Faruk Ali is due to take 
place in March. 

“A date and location is yet to be 
confirmed.”

Gran gives 
evidence in 
Imran trial 


THE grandmother of baby 
Imran, who died at her 
Luton home, told a jury that 
she had not seen the child 
‘wasting away’ before his 
death on January 17, 2014. 

Angela Price, and the 
boy’s mother Jessica Price, 
are on trial at Luton Crown 
Court accused of neglect¬ 
ing the child who died from 
severe dehydration. 

The prosecution allege it 
would have been obvious to 
the women that Imran was 
failing to thrive. He also 
suffered extreme nappy 
rash at the time and the 
mother admits she failed to 
get suitable medical assis¬ 
tance for him. 

Jessica’s barrister, 
Andrew Jeffreys QC, has 
said she will not be giving 
evidence, but Angela did on 
Friday. 

Mrs Price said the little 
boy also seemed to have 
lots of colds and shortly 
before his death his mother 
was making him smaller 
feeds but more often, as he 
was not taking a full feed. 

But she denied that she 
had noticed him ‘wasting 
away’, and said the only 
problems she was aware of 
were his colds and ‘cutting 
teeth’. 

Jessica Price, 23, and 
Angela Price, 62, both of 
Morris Close, Luton, plead 
not guilty to cruelty to a 
person under 16 by failing 
to provide the baby with 
adequate food and drink. 

They plead not guilty to a 
second charge of cruelty to 
a child by failing to obtain 
medical aid for the infant 
when he failed to thrive. 

Both deny causing or 
allowing the baby’s death 
and Angela Price alone 
denies a charge of causing 
or allowing a child to suffer 
severe physical harm.

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Authority blasted for investigation delay 


LUTON Borough Council has 
come under fire for the way it 
is handling investigations 
into an ex-councillor and a 
senior director. 

Councillor David Franks, 
leader of the Luton Liberal 
Democrats, said the delay 
into hearings involving for¬ 
mer Labour councillor Khtija 
Malik and corporate director 
Colin Chick was ‘disgraceful’. 

Mrs Malik was suspended 
by her party before the gen¬ 
eral election in May this year 
over alleged irregularities in 
her expenses claims. 

Mr Chick, who is in charge 
of environment and regener¬ 
ation, was suspended for 
allegedly verbally abusing a 
councillor from a neighbour¬ 
ing authority during an 
awards evening in June this 
year. Since both cases came 
to light Luton Borough 
Council has refused to com-

ment on the progress of either 
investigation and only this 
week it revealed that a hear¬ 
ing for Mrs Malik would be 
held in November. 

It has appointed Laura 
Church, who was its head of 
business and consumer ser¬ 
vices, to take over Mr Chick’s 


role on an interim basis. 

Cllr Franks said: “To be 
honest, it looks to me like 
they are not handling it. Both 
parties are being left hanging 
because there is nothing 
going on. It’s disgraceful. 

“My biggest argument is 
that nothing is happening 
and in the mean time Colin 
Chick is on a high salary and 
is not allowed to come to 
work.” 

A source close to Mrs Malik 
said: “There is no informa¬ 
tion or support. We are just 
waiting for it to be over. 

“This has impacted her 
health and she is playing the 
waiting game like the media. 

“We have had no contact 
from them. It’s ridiculous. 

A council spokeswoman 
said: “We do not discuss 
staffing matters.” 

Mr Chick was not available 
for comment.

COUNCILS in London will be 
invited to a meeting where 
they will talk about the num¬ 
ber of families they are send¬ 
ing to live in Luton. 

Councillor Tom Shaw, 
responsible for housing at 
Luton Borough Council, said 
he wanted to ‘take the politics 
out of it’ and discuss how all 
authorities could tackle the 
housing crisis together. 

Earlier this year Luton on 
Sunday revealed that families 
from London being housed in 
the town were storing their 
belongings in fridges and 
sleeping on the floor at a 
block of flats in Cardiff Road. 

This week it emerged that 20 
London boroughs have 
placed a total of 126 families 
in accommodation in Luton. 

Zafar Iqbal, a cab driver 


from Walthamstow, has been 
living in Cardiff Road since 
April this year. 

He said: “I’m still in Luton 
and I have to take the kids to 
London to school. 

“With the council I’m still 
waiting for them to call me 
and I have sent them many 
e-mails telling them that my 
kids have to wake up before 
6am and school starts at 
8.35am. Sometimes we get 
there late, so I’m getting let¬ 
ters from the school. 

“We have a lot of problems 
and we tried to get a place in 
Luton but they said there’s 
nothing available. 

“My situation is not good 
and I am suffering.” 

Another family, who were 
moved back to Walthamstow 
recently, said other residents 
had already moved into their 
old flat. 

He said: “After your news¬ 


paper article about the coun¬ 
cil putting pressure on 
Waltham Forest we went back 
to London, so that was very 
good for us. 

“There are still some fami¬ 
lies living in Luton because 
when we left some other peo¬ 
ple went into the flat.” 

Cllr Shaw said: “We are 
going to be sending out a let¬ 
ter to all the London bor¬ 
oughs asking them to come 
up to Luton and talk to us.

PRIME Minister David Cameron 
has dismissed concerns that a 
lack of funding means Bedford¬ 
shire Police cannot combat ter¬ 
rorism effectively. 

Speaking while visiting Luton 
on Monday, the prime minister 
said the force had done a ‘good 
job’ of fighting crime and terror 
while also cutting costs. 

Last week, Bedfordshire police 
and crime commissioner Oily 
Martins warned that any serious 
terror threats involving extrem¬ 
ists connected to Luton would be 


the Government’s fault as 
Bedfordshire Police was ‘ridicu¬ 
lously overstretched.’ 

Mr Cameron said the force had 
shown it could ‘do more for less’ 
by cutting crime. 

He said: “I think they can go on 
doing that, finding savings in the 
back office and making sure they 
work on the priorities for people, 
so I think there’s no problem of 
doing that. We’ll obviously go on 
giving special funding to coun¬ 
ter-terrorism policing, which is 
obviously important, but I think 
the police here in Bedfordshire 
can continue with a good record.” 


Cuts leave 
police with 
‘reduced’ 
capacity 

BUDGET cuts have left 
the county’s police 
force ‘struggling’ to 
work effectively, a new 
report has found. 

HM Inspector of 
Constabulary said 
Bedfordshire Police had 
achieved its target of a 
£20.8 million budget 
reduction in the last 
four years but in doing 
so had ‘reduced its 
capacity’. 

When asked if the 
force had cut too much 
too soon, chief consta¬ 
ble Jon Boutcher said 
the Government’s 
spending review had 
‘forced’ it to make the 
reductions. He added 
that he was ‘disappoint¬ 
ed’ that government 
proposals indicated 
there would be no extra 
money coming. 

He said: “We would 
agree that we were 
forced to make the cuts 
through the initial 
spending review and my 
predecessors had to 
make difficult decisions 
in order to continue 
policing the county 
while making the nec¬ 
essary savings.”

£l.lm? Stick it on the card

MORE than a million pounds 
has been spent on council credit 
cards in the last two years, it can 
be revealed. 

Luton Borough Council staff 
have racked up £1,171,939 
between 2013-2015 in expendi¬ 
ture which includes flights 
abroad, Facebook advertising 
and temporary accommodation 
for homeless residents. 

A spokeswoman for the author¬ 
ity said its high spending was 
down to the cards being used for 
items such as legal court pay¬ 
ments and emergency accom¬ 
modation. 

The data was released follow¬ 
ing a Freedom of Information 


request sent to the council by 
Luton on Sunday. 

A similar request in 2013 
revealed that the authority only 
spent £170,000 on its procure¬ 
ment cards between the 2008 
and 2011 financial years. 

However, that amount has gone 
up significantly and transac¬ 
tions in the latest rounds of pay¬ 
ments include £181,678 on hotels 
for homeless residents, £6,407 on 
Facebook adverts and £6,699 on 
plane tickets. 

Councillor David Franks, lead¬ 
er of the Luton Liberal 
Democrats, said he was ‘con¬ 
cerned’ by the increasing num¬ 
ber of children in care whose 
families did not live in Britain. 

He said: “So long as the right 


checks and controls are in place I 
can see no problem in the use of 
charge cards. 

“What is of concern is the fact 
that it has shown up the increas¬ 
ing numbers of children in care 
whose families are not resident 
in Britain. 

“For most looked after children 
it is important they maintain 
contact with their families.” 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Where a child is being looked 
after by the council, unless it is 
not in their best interests, we 
have a statutory duty to endeav¬ 
our to promote contact between 
the child and their family on a 
regular basis under the 
Children’s Act 1989, as does every 
local authority in the country. 


“This is no different for chil¬ 
dren placed with us where their 
birth parents or families happen 
to live outside of the UK than it is 
for children whose families live 
in Luton. 

“Bylaw, consideration has to be 
given to how best to manage this 
responsibility and we will always 
identify the most cost effective 
way possible and occasionally 
this will mean carrying out con¬ 
tact family sessions outside of 
the UK to enable us to meet our 
legal requirements.” 

The spokeswoman also said 
Facebook advertising was a ‘cost- 
effective’ way of promoting its 
services and that some of the 
flights were used by officers 
going to conferences.

Residents’ meadow 
anger forces rethink 

DEMANDS made by residents to reverse 
a decision to turn a park into a meadow 
will be considered by the council. 

Limbury Park, once used as a picnic 
and play area, was turned into a wild- 
flower meadow by Luton Borough 
Council last month. 

At a meeting last week residents 
accused the authority of ‘environmental 
vandalism’. 

A council spokesman said the authori¬ 
ty would be holding meetings to ‘dis¬ 
cuss how this situation can be 
resolved’.

Move puts field’s future in doubt 


‘DISAPPOINTED’ residents 
who are concerned with a col¬ 
lege’s plan to move location 
have called on it to invest in 
its current site. 

The Barnfield Development 
Action Group (BDAG) said it 
wanted assurance that the 
playing fields at Barnfield 
College’s New Bedford Road 
site would be retained if it were 
sold. Last week the college said 
it needs to move to a ‘central 
location’ so it can achieve the 


aims set out in a three-year 
plan and ‘once again become 
an outstanding college’ for 
Luton students. 

BDAG said: “If the Barnfield 
Avenue campus is to be sold 
what will Luton Borough 
Council do to ensure that any 
new owners retain the existing 
playing fields as green space 
and allow public access to that 
green space and the rest of the 
site?” 

A Barnfield spokeswoman 


said: “We are disappointed 
that the group has not chosen 
to contact us directly, and 
would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to reassure them that 
we will continue to be as open 
with them as we possibly can 
be over our plans. 

“However, in order for the 
college to thrive in this com¬ 
petitive environment, we must 
move the campus to a central 
location which is fit for pur¬ 
pose.”

Wild over park ‘vandals’ 

LOCAL outrage at the recent desecra¬ 
tion of Limbury Park - in order to 
plant some more wild flowers - was 
clearly demonstrated at the council’s 
area meeting last Thursday at The 
Meads School. 

Council officers got a thorough ear¬ 
bashing not only for the desecration 
itself but also for the inadequate and 
phoney consultation that preceded it. 

Trevor Tween, our ecology and land¬ 
scaping officer was in attendance. I 
thought this particularly brave of him 
because he was seen as the prime 
mover behind this environmental 
vandalism. 

Several residents protested and 
made impassioned demands to have 
the whole of the grass meadow re¬ 
instated. Limbury Park has suffered 
for years from what many see as a 
policy of wilful neglect and this latest 
assault is the last straw. 

Councillors were left in no doubt 
that nothing short of total reinstate¬ 
ment would be acceptable. Residents 
were in no mood for compromise - 
not only because of the shoddy way 
they had been treated but also 
because past experience has clearly 
shown that wherever wilderness is 
allowed to abut mown areas the wil¬ 
derness is allowed to encroach. 

Alternative areas for the wild flowers 
were suggested and these included 
those now covered by the intimidat¬ 
ing, and mostly very ugly, giant cow 
parsley and hog weed as well as both 
river banks stretching from 
Bramingham Road right through to 
Runfold Avenue. The chairman, Cllr 
Garrett, in summing up directed that 


the officers go away and think again; 
and while doing so they should 
remind themselves that the park 
doesn’t belong to them or the coun¬ 
cillors but to the people of Limbury 

Residents left the meeting with a 
feeling of cautious optimism though 
with the memory of the library clo¬ 
sures fiasco still fresh in their memo¬ 
ries they began considering their next 
move in the event that LBC again 
ignores their wishes.

these calls are being made too early 

The current six or seven days in 
advance of the appointment should 
be cut to one or two if the DNA rate is 
to be further reduced.

Education is important 


IN this week’s blog, former 
councillor and national govern¬ 
ance leader Tafheen Sharif 
talks about education and the 
important role parents and 
guadians play. She wants more 
parents to get involved in their 
child’s learning and help them 
fulfil their potential. 



WE are lucky that every child 
in the UK gets an education, 
an opportunity to do their 
best and fulfil their potential. 

Children in some parts of 
the world are not so fortu¬ 
nate and do not have this 
right, an access to knowl¬ 
edge and learning. 

It is therefore vitally impor¬ 
tant that as parents we play 
a larger part in our child’s 
education, read to them, 
guide them, take an interest 
and talk to our young people 
about their studies. 

Parents, carers and fami¬ 
lies are by far the most 
important influences in a 
child’s life and parental 
engagement can be a very 
powerful tool in raising 
achievement. By working 
together with the school, 
parents can create a fantas¬ 
tic home learning environ¬ 
ment and help to reinforce 
lessons learned in school. 

Unfortunately, all too often, 
parents become disengaged 
with school and may even 
appear disinterested in their 
child’s education. 

The case may be that par¬ 
ents are often facing com¬ 
mon barriers which prevent 
them from engaging fully 
with the school. 

Some of the barriers are: 

■ Unpleasant memories 
- Difficult memories of their 
own time at school can stop 
parents being involved 

■ Leaving teaching to 
teachers - Some parents 
don’t think they are ‘able’ to 
help their child learn 

■ Language barriers - 
Not speaking English as a 
first language can make 
communication difficult 

■ Only getting involved 


if there’s a problem - 

Parents don’t have to wait 
until there’s an issue before 
contacting the school 

■ Infrequent commu¬ 
nication - The amount of 
communication between 
schools and parents differs 
from school to school 

■ Busy schedules - Many 
parents work long hours so 
they cannot get into school 
during school hours. 

Parents who take a sup¬ 
portive role in their child’s 
learning do make a differ¬ 
ence in improving achieve¬ 
ment. The active involvement 
of parents in the life of the 
school and education can 
help promote a learning 
community in which children 
and young people engage 
positively with society. 

Schools too can benefit 
from developing positive 
partnerships with parents by 
involving them in all deci¬ 
sions affecting their child’s 
education and learning. 

Engaging with parents 
gives schools the chance to 
understand the role that they 
play in their child’s learning 
and development. 

In fact, schools cry out for 
more engaged parents, 
especially in the child’s 
younger years - this will help 
towards the prosperity and 
future of each child. 

So let’s, as parents, carers 
and families, overcome these 
barriers, help schools 
improve the chances for our 
children, see our children 
prosper and achieve their full 
potential enabling them to 
become responsible adults 
making a difference for 
themselves and to the lives 
of others.

A SHOP OWNER from an 
area without a community 
centre or library has accused 
the council of leaving resi¬ 
dents with ‘nothing’.

The community centre in 
Sundon Park closed in 2011 
while the library was shut 
last year and sold to a private 
group earlier this year. 

At a meeting last week resi¬ 
dents called on Luton 
Borough Council to help 
them find a new community 
space. 

Mr Hunter said he had to 
take his ill father to a com¬ 
munity group in Dunstable 
because there was nothing 
available locally. 

He said: “Sundon Park 
needs a community centre 
big time and I would be 
happy to run it. 

“The people of Sundon Park 
pay their taxes and every 
other area has a centre but 
Sundon Park has nothing. 


“For example, we used to 
have a fence around the park 
but when someone broke it 
the council took the whole 
fence down. 

“We do not have a library 
and we have nothing. We 
have shops but we do not 
have anywhere to go. 

“When I grew up I had that 
sort of thing and I do not see 
anything like that now. I 
think it’s wrong.” 

Fiona Green, the Labour 


councillor who represents 
the area, said: “There’s obvi¬ 
ously the school which is 
available for extensive com¬ 
munity use but we have 
financial challenges with 
central government making 
cuts so we do have to talk to 
the community about the 
challenges that we have. 

“As a ward councillor I want 
to work towards getting the 
best use out of any resources 
that we have got.”

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Green light sought 
for school annexes

CENTRAL Bedfordshire Council is looking at 
the possibility of annexing its own grammar 
schools following a landmark decision made 
by the Government in Kent last week. 

The authority has asked for permission to 
reintroduce grammar schools to meet the 
need for 1,000 new school places in Leighton 
Buzzard and Dunstable. 

A spokeswoman for the Labour group, which 
opposes the idea, said: “Grammar schools 
have been no more successful than compre¬ 
hensive at helping to ensure their pupils gain 
a university degree. Central Bedfordshire 
Council should be concentrating on making 
schools exceptional so that every pupil has an 
equal opportunity to get the best education.” 

At present there are no concrete plans in 
place for grammar schools in the area. 

Councillor Mark Versallion, executive mem¬ 
ber for education and skills, said: “We remain 
committed to an education system that pro¬ 
vides excellent education opportunities for all 
pupils. 

“We have no plans to create grammar school 
provision in Central Bedfordshire but are 
rather seeking to establish what the 
Department for Education believes is now 
possible. Even if the DfE says we could create 
grammar provision, it doesn’t necessarily 
mean we would. 

“We will always remain open minded and 
respond positively to change and new oppor¬ 
tunities to help improve educational out¬ 
comes for children in Central Bedfordshire.” 


Right up your street 

Unlikely source 
behind Aussie 
themed street 

THIS week Howard Chandler writes about 
how he uncovers the town’s road mysteries... 


Sometimes a street name puzzle is solved for 
me in the most convincing way possible - by 
the person responsible for naming it. 

Canberra Gardens, a road off Catsbrook 
Road in Limbury, was developed by local 
builders H. C. Janes. It is recorded in the 
council minutes as being named in November 
1958.1 assumed Australia’s capital was the 
inspiration but then I noticed that the cruise 
liner SS Canberra was named in March 1958. 

It seemed likely that this had played a part 
in the road name. I put this on my website 
and was told by Terry Sell, at a local history 
meeting, that he suggested it as it was his 
favourite aircraft at the time. 

English Electric developed the Canberra jet 
aircraft in the late 1940s. It was used by the 
RAF for more than 50 years, serving in a 
number of wars and was also bought by other 
air forces. Incidentally, the Sell family provid¬ 
ed the second part of the name of the H. C. 
Janes building in Stopsley, Jansel House.

Calais crisis taking 
toll on our hauliers

IT looks like a thousand 
other service stations: fast 
food outlets; petrol pumps; 
coffee shops. 

But Toddington has gained 
national notoriety as the 
most ‘popular’ place for 
stowaways to disembark 
lorries caught before cross¬ 
ing the channel. 

Steve Pierce, partner at 
Leighton Buzzard-based 
haulage firm S&I Pierce 
Transport, has spoken of his 
growing concern for drivers 
over the lack of action on the 
crisis. 

He said: “Toddington isn’t 
targeted, it’s just the first 
stop for most drivers on 
their way in from Dover. 

“If you can get off there 
you’d be relieved after hours 
in the back of a lorry cling¬ 
ing onto an axel. 

“The situation hasn’t been 
getting any better for us. 

“We’ve spent all of this 
money securing our lorries 
for the crossings and it’s still 
just as bad.” 

Since 2010 over 400 arrests 
have been made by police 


As the refugee crisis in Calais worsens, we 
look at the issues facing haulage firms. 
While their crisis is not on a humanitarian 
level, it is definitely on a human level. We 
look at the problems facing the company, 
the drivers and what needs to be done 


across Bedfordshire’s roads, 
with around 80 per cent 
being made at Toddington. 

No data is yet available for 
the cost of policing immi¬ 
gration since that date. 

But it’s not just about 
money. 

The constant risk of stowa¬ 
ways has had a mental 
impact on the drivers. 

Mr Pierce said: “It’s had an 
effect on the drivers as well, 
many of whom just don’t 
want to make the crossings 
which of course has an 
effect on business. 

“You’ve got to think of the 
safety of the drivers as well - 
when they’re doing the 
checks they don’t know what 
will happen.” 


Bob Stone {pictured), who 
has been working for the 
firm for close to 30 years, 
told us there has always 
been a problem and that he 
now just sees it as part and 
parcel of the job. 

Mr Pierce said that while 
none of his drivers have 
been victims of violence, he 
was aware of drivers from 
other companies which had. 

He added: “If the countries 
in the EU can’t stop them 
then how are we meant to? 

“We can secure our vehi¬ 
cles but we’ve got to be able 
to do more. We can’t stop 
this from happening and yet 
we are the ones at risk of 
being fined.”

The drivers’ comments 
come as reports this week 
showed the UK government 
spend £200 million a year to 
‘police’ the Calais migrant 
camp. 

Mr Pierce added: “We can 
really do without all of this. 

“It costs us a great deal of 
money on security and in 
keeping our drivers safe 
from harm.”

Ruby’s got mental 
health on the brain 

ON the day Ruby Wax hit the alternative comedy scene 
in the 1980s she became an instant favourite with the 
crowds. 

The US-born comedienne and writer started out as an ac¬ 
tor at the Royal Shakespeare Company and has since gone 
on to write and perform in her own television shows. 

In April this year she was awarded an OBE for her ser¬ 
vices to mental health and it is the lessons from her battle 
with clinical depression which has helped to inform her 
show ‘Sane New World*. 

Talking about the production earlier this year, she said: 
“Sometimes when I walk down a street, I watch people 
I'm passing, all zipped up in their own self-made universe; 
planning, worrying, scheming, hoping and fantasizing. 

“I wonder what the reality they're carrying in those six 
cubic inches on top of their necks is? What TV show star¬ 
ring them are they watching? 

“Whether they're deep in conversation with someone on 
their phone or thinking to themselves in their head, they 
seem completely unaware there is anything happening 
outside their world. 

“We on the outside are detritus they have to negotiate 
past so we don't block their route. 

“I've never managed to lock eyes with someone who's 
looking at me the way I'm looking at them, someone's 
who's curious and thinking what I might be thinking? 

“I really don't remember anyone looking up at me with 
curiosity, it's usually a look of ‘What the hell are you 
looking at, weirdo?'' 

As a patron of the British Neuroscience Association, 

Ruby has campaigned hard on mental health issues. 

During the her show she will invite the audience to share 
their own experiences and build a network of support and 
advice. 

She will also be appearing at a number of mental health 
conferences this year, including the National Mindfulness 
Conference and joining keynote speakers such as the Dalai 
Lama.

‘It’s behind you!’ 

A look at the history of pantomime 


How did pantomime become the 
marvellous (if eccentric) form of 
entertainment it is today? And how did 
it become part of Christmas? We take 
a look at the colourful origins of this 
unique tradition: 

PANTOMIME is a dynamic art form 
that is as much influenced as much by 
current affairs and political 
activities as it is 



by its original purpose, to dramatise 
the mystical events of Christmas. 
Nowadays, it is a uniquely British form 
of entertainment found nowhere else 
in the world. 

But oddly, it appears to have originally 
derived from traditional Italian 
entertainment. 

Early pantos were 
stylised productions 
containing certain 
very recognisable 
characters, in 
what was what 
we should term 
today, a ‘classical 
Harliquinade’ with 
traceable pagan 
origins.

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pantomimes even contained a Punch¬ 
like figure, though a more friendly 
character than one encounters in the 
classic Punch and Judy show. Then 
called Mr. ‘Ponch 1 , he was apparently 
also known in Roman times under the 
name of Maccus. 

These early pantos were full of satire 
and featured some pretty racy 
scenes. 

But the British theatre-goer would not 
have recognised the Italian original 
in the rather less boisterous 
British version. 

Where British performances 
favour daft jokes, slapstick and 
a sprinkling of innuendo, the 
Italian entertainment itself had 
its roots way back in the early 
Middle Ages and performers 
were held in high esteem. 

It was David Garrick, an 18th 
century actor-manager from 
London, who recognised the 
festive potential of this quirky 
dramatic form. “If they won’t come 
to Lear and Hamlet”, he famously 
said, “I must give them Harlequin”. 

In order to avoid criticism from his 
peers and maintain a reputation, 
Garrick set about changing 
pantomime’s cultural identity, partly 
by limiting Drury Lane pantomimes 
to the Christmas season. 

Pantomimes became associated 
with the fun and frivolity of the 
holiday season rather than 
being denounced as a threat. 

In doing so, Garrick created a 
convention which has survived 


to this day. 

It’s not just families who enjoy these 
fun-filled spectacles - the festive 
panto has become popular amongst 
celebrities keen to get their glad 
rags on. Soap stars such as Barbara 
Windsor are regularly seen touring the 
country alongside other household 
names such as David Hasselhoff 


and Lily Savage.

IF YOU were an Eric Clapton fan 
during the 1960s then turn away 
now. The guitarist and 
songwriter, who had worldwide 
hits with Lay Down Sally, Layla 
and Wonderful Tonight, turned 
70 this year. 

The spectacled legend has 
been acclaimed as a musical 
hero since the ‘60s and by 1967 an 
anonymous graffiti artist had 
coined the phrase ‘Clapton Is 
God’. 

He shows no sign of slowing 
down, still playing gigs around 
the globe and recently releasing 
an album. But getting away from 
it all obviously helps too, and the 
multi-millionaire musician is 
able to do just that in his various 
homes in Venice beach, Surrey, 
Antigua - and until recently this 
rustic stone farmhouse in 
Provence.

ONE of the greatest classical 
ballet dancers, Margot Fonteyn’s

IT’S A dilemma many of us face 
while the builders are in - 
wouldn’t it be better to just move 
out and rent somewhere to avoid 
all the dust? 

Even the most famous prime 
minister in recent history, Sir 
Winston Churchill, took the 
renting option while his home, 
Chartwell in Kent, was being 
refurbished after the war. 

A popular day out on the 
National Trust trail, Churchill 
bought his beloved Chartwell in 
1922 and apart from the war 
years - when the distinctive 
lakes made it an easy target for 
the Luftwaffe - it was the great 
man’s home until he died in 
1965. 

Before they moved in, 
Churchill had great plans for the 
property and hired architect 
Philip Tilden to modernise and 
extend the house. Renovations to 
his home were so extensive that 
Chartwell was completely 
transformed and it took 
workmen two years before the 
Churchills could move in. 

So the couple rented this 
house just outside nearby 
Westerham called Hosey Rigge, 
which Churchill nicknamed 


‘Cosy Pig’, and it’s now come on 
the market.

BMW M2 steers the legend 
even further down the road

The new BMW M2 is the latest 
compact sports coupe in a long 
line of legendary road and racing 
BMWs, such as the 2002 Turbo, 
E30 M3 and 1M coupe. Cast in a 
similar mould, it brings the con¬ 
cept right up to date with the lat¬ 
est in motor sport derived tech¬ 
nology. The result is a powerful 
performer that delivers genuine 
driver satisfaction on the road, 
and extreme capability on the 
racing circuit. 

Powered by a new, specifically 
developed, 3.0-litre straight-six 
engine with BMW TwinPower 
Turbo technology, the latest prod¬ 
uct from BMW produces a formi¬ 
dable 370hp, enabling an elec¬ 
tronically-limited top speed of 
155mph.

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SsangYong Tivoli 

Take a look inside... 


The SsangYong Tivoli takes the 
fight to compact crossovers like 
the Nissan Juke and the Renault 
Captur with budget pricing, a 
gutsy 125PS engine and build 
quality the like of which you 
wouldn’t credit at this price point. 
As long as SsangYong can pro¬ 
mote this car effectively, it could 
be their breakthrough vehicle. 

The Koreans certainly haven’t 
done things by halves here. This 
is no cut-down Korando chassis 
with a bunch of ancient carry¬ 
over engines. The Tivoli has had 
some serious investment thrown 
at it, and it shows. 

The chassis is all-new, albeit 
hardly adventurous in its suspen¬ 
sion design, with MacPherson 
struts up front and a space- 
efficient torsion beam rear end. 
There’s a choice of two 1.6-litre 
engines, a 128PS petrol unit and 
a I 15PS diesel. Buyers can select 
either 2WD or 4WD model vari¬ 
ants and prices start affordably 
from around £ 13,000. 

The 1.6 petrol unit will get to 
62mph in a relatively relaxed 12 
seconds and is offered as stand¬ 
ard with a six-speed manual gear¬ 
box. Pay a little more and you can 
pair this engine with a six-speed 
automatic, which is the same 
unit as seen in the latest MINI, 
albeit with a bit less sportiness 


built into the shift logic. Longer 
term plans could well see three 
and four-cylinder turbocharged 
powerplants find their way 
into the Tivoli. Other items of 
note? SsangYong’s introducing a 
selectable weight steering system 
with Comfort, Normal and Sport 
settings and some surprisingly big 
wheels. Go for the smaller alloys 
if you value ride quality. 

The Tivoli is one of those cars 
that the longer you look at it, the 
more design influences you can 
see. There’s something of the 
Kia Soul in its overall proportion¬ 
ing, with a Nissan Juke-like rear 
haunch, a front end that’s mod¬ 
ern Renault in a good way, 

Nor indeed is it a cheap looking 
one. The detailing such as the 
floating effect roof, the satin roof 
rails and the materials quality of 
the interior are at least as good 
as, if not better than, many of 
its mainstream rivals. The cabin 
certainly feels as if it’s been the 
recipient of better quality dash 
panels and seats than, say, a 
Nissan Juke. The boot measures 
423-litres to the parcel shelf, 
which is perfectly adequate in this 
class. The big players in this sec¬ 
tor might not be worried yet, but 
SsangYong here delivers some 
wholly convincing arguments as 
to why that won’t always be so.

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Football clubs at mercy 
of mad owners too often

DOES a week ever go by 
where we don’t hear about 
a football club owner drag¬ 
ging their team’s name 
through the mud? 

There have been a few 
shockers in recent years - 
there was the catastrophic 
hot potato strategy at 
Portsmouth while north of 
the border, Hearts only just 
survived the hare-brained 
regime of Vladimir 
Romanov. 

Clubs haven’t helped by 
allowing themselves to be 
conned at times - my per¬ 


sonal ‘favourite’ has to be a 
19-year-old called Spencer 
Trethewy lending 

Aldershot £200,000 so they 
could start the 1990/91 
season. 

The only trouble was that 
the money wasn’t his and 
not only did he not have 
the funds to keep the club 
going, he had no means of 
paying back the people he 
had borrowed it from. 

Trethewy, a self-pro- 
claimed property develop¬ 
er, was dismissed from the 
board, the Shots were 
wound up in 1992 and 
Trethewy was jailed for 
fraud two years later.

Monday as some serious 
hours must have been put 
in, given the amount of 
breaking news surrounding 
Leeds United and their 
crazy owner Massimo 
Cellino. 

It all started in the morn¬ 
ing when he sacked Uwe 
Rosier, who became the 
fifth manager to be dis¬ 
missed since he took over at 
Elland Road in April 2014. 

In the afternoon, he 
replaced him with Steve 
Evans, a man almost as 
extroverted and who has 
had his own troubles with 
the taxman in the past. 

Before the day was out, 
Cellino had been banned 
from all football activities 
by the Football League for 
failing to pay VAT on an 
imported Land Rover, 
which disqualified him 
under their owners and 
directors test. 


This is his second such 
ban and you can only hope 
things settle down in the 
‘manager eater’s’ absence 
as his hire and fire ‘em poli¬ 
cy has led to Leeds being 
unable to generate any 
momentum in the 
Championship. The real 
worry is that Cellino is 
allowed to resume creating 
chaos once his ban ends.

Jordan reaches out for Rio 
dream after his England call

JORDAN Reynolds is hoping 
to use his call to the 
England squad as a chance 
to put Luton on the map and 
progress in his already 
impressive boxing career. 

20-year-old Jordan was 
called up to the squad on 
Wednesday after impressing 
in trials. 

He said: “I just made sure 
that they had no option but 
to pick me. 

“It’s a step up, definitely, as 
most of the people in the 
team are 24 or 25 and hope¬ 
fully it will mean I can get 
on the radar of Team GB 
and make it to the Olympics 
in Rio next year, I’m almost 
there.” 

Last month Jordan spent 
two weeks in Ireland, fight¬ 
ing in the Celtic Box Cup 
and training. 

On this, he said: “I put a lot 
of work in and made sure I 
was super fit and ready for 
what came next. 

“Team England came call¬ 
ing and I’m over the moon I 
made it.” 

He also took some time to 
reflect on the Box Cup, 
which he lost in the final to 
Portuguese Bruno Pereira, 
saying: “I was out-boxing 
him but he caught me with a 
big blow which I couldn’t 
recover from. 

“He’s a strong guy and at 
29-years-old he has more 
experience under his belt. 


“I believe everything hap¬ 
pens for a reason and I’m 
glad it happened at this 
stage of my career. 

“I was caught by surprise 
and it’s something that 
could have finished me if it 
had happened in the pros. 

“It was the first time I’ve 
been knocked down and it’s 
something I can learn from 


and use to grow.” 

Jordan has also said he 
hopes to get Bruno to fly 
over to Luton next February 
for a rematch. 

On his immediate plans, 
he said: “I’m just going to 
stay fit and active and wait 
and see what happens, 
whether with England or if 
other opportunities arise.”

MANAGER John Still admitted he 
didn't care that his Luton side lost in 
the last minute to Plymouth Argyle 
as they’d gone for glory, even with 
ten men. 

Josh McQuoid scored his first for 
Town in the 75th minute to cancel out 
Carl McHugh’s 15th minute opener 
and it looked like either side could 
snatch it. 

But Ryan Hall got himself sent off 
with five minutes remaining for two 
quick yellow cards and then Pilgrims’ 
striker Ryan Brunt bundled the ball 
in to win it 2-1 in the fifth minute of 
injury time. 

Boss Still said: “We tried to win it, 
we were positive and did everything 
we could to try to win it and, you 
know what, I don’t care because we

“The boys are very disappointed but 
there’s no need to be because I 
thought they played terrifically. 

“We got beaten, last minute, but we 
tried to win it and I’m happy with 
that.” 

Asked if fans would be disappointed 
with his viewpoint, the Luton chief 
added: “They can say what they want. 
I don’t care if we lose trying to win. 

“Every game I’ve had here, we try to 
win. I’ve never played to draw, never. 
I’ll always try to win and even with 
ten men we tried to win, so I was 
delighted with the attitude of the 
players to try to win. 

“If people are unhappy with that I 
understand that, but I’m the manag¬ 
er, that’s my philosophy. Every game 
we play we’ll try to win. We tried to 
win today and we didn’t, but I’ve got 
no complaints with the performance 
of the players at all.” 

It was the fifth time this term that 
the Hatters have conceded decisive 
goals at the death and this latest 
hammer blow has left them with 


three defeats and two draws from 
their last five outings in all competi¬ 
tions. 

On suffering yet more late heart¬ 
break, the manager said: “I’m not 
saying we’re unlucky because I don’t 
believe in luck. We’ve done all we 
could do to win a game.” 

They are now 13 points off League 
Two leaders Plymouth and now six 
points off the play-offs after slipping 
to 15th in the table and Still admitted: 
“We should be higher. I think our per¬ 
formances, for a run, have been 
decent. Other than Crawley [a 2-1 
away defeat last week] I think our 
performances have been decent. 

“Home draws have not been good. 
We should be doing better. We should 
be getting stronger and I do believe 
that. I still say that we will get strong¬ 
er, but this is football.” 

Next up for Still is a trip to his old 
club Dagenham and Redbridge, 
where the Hatters will want to end a 
run of four without a win against a 
team struggling near the bottom.

‘HERE be dragons' was long ago 
used by not-so-intrepid explorers to 
mark areas of unchartered or dan¬ 
gerous territories on their maps. 

We have now consigned these crea¬ 
tures to mythology...and Game of 
Thrones, but while enough of planet 
earth has been discovered to turn 
attentions to infinity and beyond, 
there’s a case to say that old medie¬ 
val practice of non-adventure is 
actually alive and well in Luton. 


You see, as far as the furthest fron¬ 
tiers of the Kenilworth Road pitch 
are concerned, there may as well be 
fire-breathing beasties ruining 
Town’s quest.

Ryan Hall was sent off. 

Things only got worse as an 
unlucky ricochet allowed Brunt to 
bully the ball in from close range 
five minutes into injury time. 

Never mind dragons, Town keep 
getting their fingers burnt and one 
way or the other they’ve only them¬ 
selves to blame.
